Introductory Note 

F orm of qi'ESTIONs. —^The following two questions of the 1951 Census Questionnaire 
related to languages :— 

Qt 4 estion No. 7— Mother-tongue 

Write ‘I’ *for.. and ‘2’ for.; in any other case write the 

mother-tongue fully. 

Question No. 8— Bi-lingualism 

If a person commonly speaks any Indian language other than his mother- 
tongue, record it. For others write ‘O’. 

The fi>llowing supplementary insiruaion.s were issued in umplilicaion :— 

Question No. 7—Mother-longue is the language spoken from the cradle. 
In the case of infants and deaf-mutes give the mother-tongue of the mother. 

Question No. 8—Record (mly one sub.sidiary language. I'hc abbreviations 
given for the mother-tongue can be used in recording the subsidiary language. 

2. Hnumkrahon.—T he languitges were recorded us returned by the citizen. 'I'hcrc 
was no difficulty in carrying out the instructions, except in the .States of Punjab, PliPSU, 
Delhi, Himachal Pradesh and Bila>pur. 

In these States, the replies to the language question were extensively falsified as 
a result of public agitation, the nature of which was described in Parliament by the 
then Home Minister (Shri C. Kajagopalachari) in the following terms ;— 

“.for some time before and after the Cxrnsus a controversy has been going 

on in the Punjab and PliPSU areas, particularly on the language ques¬ 
tion. A section of the Hindus have been asking people to return llindi as 
their mother-tongue iastead of Punjabi. 'Phis has caused resentment 
among the Sikhs with the consequence that both in newspapers as well 
a.s in public speeches in the Punjab strong .statements and countcrstatc- 
ments have been made on this issue. On the 10th I'cbruaiy an altercation 
occured between a .section of the Hindus and the Sikhs in a village in Jullun- 
dur district leading to a disturbance as a result of which one person

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was murdered. It is believed that the returns submitted on the questim 
of the language have been incorrect in a large part of the Pimjab, i.e.as to 
the mother-tongue of the persons concerned whether it ia Punjabi or 
Hindi.”* 

Elsewhere in the country there were sign.s of local rivalry about language at three 
places but goodsense prevailed and no attempt was made to falsify the language 
returns. 

3. Tabulation. —A large number of languages as well as dialects which arc either 
well recognised or purely local dialects have been returned as mother-tongue at the 
C^ensus. In the earlier Censuses it was the practice to attempt an affiliation of dialects 
to the parent languages and give the figures only for the main languages in the tables. 
Even in the exhibition of figures in the tables, a scheme of classification of languages 
was adopted, 'rhere have been controversies in the past about particular names whether 
they stood fi'r separate “languages” or for “dialects” of some other “languages”. 
There have also been disputes about the identity of the ‘‘language” to which a parti¬ 
cular dialect should be affiliated. For instance, is there any .such language as Bihari, 
or Rajasthani ? Is Konkani a language or a dialect ? Is Bhili a language or a dialect, 
andifadialect, isit adialcctofHindior (iujaratiorwhat ? Is Halbia dialect of Marathi 
or Hindi ? In view of these doubts and difficulties, it was decided that the Census 
of India should not be committed to the resolution of any controversy in such matters ; 
and that the name given by the citizen to his own mother-tongue should be acceptc'd 
as such and the returns with identical names totalled. In the main, this rule has been 
followed in most States. In Bihar, Hyderabad, Madhya Bharat and Rajasthan, 
Census Superintendents have grouped certain names of languagc.s and dialects with what 
they regarded were clearly their parent languages. 1'he names thus grouped together 
are furnished separately in the fly-leaf or in the table itself. From svmie other 
States, e.g., Uttar Pradesh, V('cst Bengal, Vindhya Pradesh and Mysore, it is 
reported that certain local dialetcs which could be obviously identified with parti¬ 
cular languages have been combined with'that language. 'I’hc names have not bc-en 
given; but it is clear in the ci>ntext that the numbers involved must be quite 
small. 


4. Stath Tabi.ks. —The tables thus compiled for each State, with details by dis¬ 
tricts, are printed as Part 111 of this Brochure. They provide data relating to bi¬ 
lingualism in addition to mother-tongue data. Notes explaining and commenting 
on the significance of the figures in these tables have been prepared by State Census 
Superintendents and they are printed as Part II of this BnK'hure.

. 5. 'Pabth I— l.ANGi^AGt-s SPECIFIED IN THE CONSTITUTION.— Population figurcs 
are given in this table for every language specified in the Constitution. Figurcs are 
given for India, /.ones, and Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 

As the language returns of tha Punjab, PEPSU, Delhi, Himachal Pradesh and 
Bilaspur States were vitiated by controversy, the returns relating to the languages in¬ 
volved in the controversy have been lumped together. These comprise all returns pur¬ 
porting to be Hindi. Urdu, Hindustani or Punjabi. Hence the regrettable result that 
no All-India total can be specified for persons who returned the National language— 
Hindi— as their mother-tongue,

are distinguished from others by two facts : 

Firsts they are known to be vSpt^ken as the mother-tongue, by the members of 
Scheduled Tribes as specified in the Gmstitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950; 
and 


Secondly, the number of speakers of the language (or dialect) exceeds one lakh. 

These languages have been lurangcd in order of the number of spcakei's. Oilumn 
2 of the table gives the total number of speakers and Column 3 gives the number of 
speakers in each Zone. 

7. Table III— Other Indian l.ANt;uAGES (or dialects) with speakers nijmbering 
A LAKH and o\t.r.— The names of twenty-four such languages (or dialects) have 
been returned. They arc shown in this table in the same manner as in Table II. 

8. Table IV— Other Indian Langu.^ges (or dialects) with speakers numbering 
LESS than a lakh. —There are seven hundred and twenty languages (or dialects) 
which arc included in this table. 'I'hc table has been prepared in the same form as 
lables II & III but the languages have been arranged alphabetically. 


9. I'.ABi.F, V— Non-Indian Languages.— I he names of sixty-three Non-Indiaii 
languages have been returned as being the mother-tongue of persons enumerated in 
India at the 1951 Gnsus. These languages have also been arranged alphabetically. 
The table has been compiled in the same form as 'fable IV.

The unclassified population in East India consists of 293^649 persons in West Ben^, 
470 persona in Bihar and 399 persons in Assam, It is reported that these returns 
relate to languages spoken by persons known to be members of tribes or tribal com¬ 
munities, but whose mother-tongue could not be identified. 

The unclassified returns of South India relate entirely to Travancore-Cochin. In 
that State language details were not extracted for persons who speak languages 
other than Malayalam, lamil, Hindi, Telugu, Konkani, Kannada, Gujarati 
and Marathi. 

In North-West India the enumeration record of 268,602 persons in the Punjab 
was destroyed by a fire that broke out in the Jullundur Tabulation Office. Conse¬ 
quently, language data for these persons are not available. 

II. Main and Secondary Languages of Districts.— The Appendix at the end 
of All-India Tables gives a statement showing for every District in a State, the main 
language with the percentage of speakers to the total population. It also shows langu¬ 
age or languages (if any) whose speakers number ten per cent or more of the total popu¬ 
lation t/f the district. In such cases also the percentage of speakers of those languages 
is furnished.

61 *0 per oent, Qarhwal 92-5 per uont, and Dehra 
Dun 69*4 per cent. Fabari* Garhwali ai^ Kninaon- 
ese with a total of about 11 laklw have l>o(‘n 
returned mainly by the diatriuts of Alinora 
( 487 , 000 ), Tehri Garhwal ( 409 , 000 ), Naim Tal 
( 104 , 000 ), Garhwal ( 45 , 000 ), and Uclira Dun

of the Iiulo-Aryan limguages. Indeed the sinii- 
Inrify in grammatical striictun* hetwei ii the Bihari 
languages and Bengali, .Assamese and Oriya i.s so 
gwat tliat Dr. Grierwui thought that one common 
grammar could Ix' written for ail of them. Hindi 
ha.s origiiiateil from the Prakrit.s of th<‘ Udie3'a 
OP north-western Imlia, and the midland variation 
of Magadhi known as Ardha-Maguiliii, and it 
differs fund a merit ally from Bihnri in its basic 
structure. But though the Bihnri hingiiak'es 
anti dialects arc, thus iihihilogieallj’ six'iiking, more 
akin to Bengali and t>ther Iiido-Ar^'aii hiiigtiages 
of the Praeya ca.stern Zoiit' fh.an tt> Hindi, 
they have come to Is' rt gardt'd hv' tlie jieojile 
speaking thi'm a.s appertaining to Hindi ; and in 
the vast majority of cases, Hjs'iikerH of Bihari 
languages n-limi thetiisi-lveH aa einiply Hush- 
spiaking at the wnMU-s.

Urd« and BinM ,— According to the Linguis¬ 
tic Survey, Unlu is only a litt'rary form of western 
Hindi. On ^lilolugical otinsideratiotis, therefore, 
it would be jimtifled to include the Urdu figures in 
the Hindi total. The reasons for combining the 
figures of Urdu in the total fur Hindi (and Bihnri) 
an* howt'vcr somew^hat diffon'iit. ft should Is* 
staU'd firstly tiutt ]m'viou8 attempts to distinguish 
Hindi from Urdu in Bihar were not very successful, 
and secondly that (Mimparabliit^’ bi‘twe<<u the 
figun's of tliis ts'iisus and thosti of 1951 and j>r<>- 
vioiis iM'tisuse.s tvould have been lost ts> sonu* exts'iit 
if Urdu figures hail Is'cn shown separately in the 
Table.

Karlier, Mr. Talh*iils had remarked in the 
census n p irt of 19*21 tliat the boundary between 
Hindi and Ih'dii was an iin]v>Msihie <‘ine to draw 
M'ith au 3 ’ di'gn*<* or (iefiuiti<*ii in Bihar iiiui the 
liiiignagei '-|>iiken by Hiudns and Mnsitins were 
really the .anie though the latter might use iiii 
oeeiuiioniil Persian word or plmvst*. 

Th<* tlj'-h'nf shoals (lint no less tlutn 2 7 millions 
p Tsoits retiirneil themselves as speaking Urdu 
has thi’ir mother-t<iugiie at the census of ItWI. 
3 ’his is roughly nine times the iiimiher r(*turned in 
1921 for Bilmr and Orissn eomhined. It is also 
remnrknhle that the largest number of returns in

The North and H-.iith Bihar Plain are for all 
practical puqMW'M, a one-language tract. Hindi 
ha» a virtual monop >ly here, and in the Tirhiit and 
Patna DiviaionN more than 66 p r cent of the 
pipulation aptak Hindi as their mother-tongue. 
The projiortion of Hindi sp akers falls to 85 per 
(s>nt in the Bhagalpiir Division which has a fairly 
largo tribal pipulation and to 55 per oent in the 
Chota Nagpur Division. In three districts, namely, 
Santal Purganas, Purulia (Mnnbhum Sadr) and 
tSinghbhum, Hindi is .-spoken by less than fid percent 
of the total p.ipiilatioii. In the K.-intal Parganas, 
Hindi is spoken by 17 r> p T cent, S.intali by 42 3 
per oont and Bengali by 6-1 per cent. Manbhiim 
Sadr Huh-division is the meeting ground of Bengali, 
Hindi und Santali and other tnhal languag(>s and 
according to the Htol eensiis returns, Bengali is the 
mother-tongue of 52 p-r eeiit, Hindi of 32 4 p'r 
wnt and Santali of 13'8 p r l eut. Singhlihum 
isosHentiaily the home of the Hosand other Mimda 
tribes ; Ho and allied Munda (tribal) liuiguages 
aro spoken by 47 cent., Oriya by 20 p ‘r cent., 
Buiigali by 18-1 jier m-nt und Hindi by 14.3 por 
wnt of the population. 

Santali, Mtmdari and Ho are very closely allied 
and these an<l the other langnagi's vi:., Mahili, 
Kurmali, Korwa, Kora, Asuri, Turi, Aguria, 
Bhiimij, Birhoruud Birji.i are regarded asdiiileets 
of one and the .same language whi<‘h wa.s named as 
Khorwari by Dr. Sir (leorge (Irierson on the 
hasis of a Santa! tradition. In all, 26*6 lakh 
persons were rt'turned at the Itfil cmisiis as spoak- 
I ing the. Kherwari dialeet.s as mother-tongue. 
^ In numerical strength, thi.s group is, thendorc, 
next in irapoitanee to Kindi only. Santali which 
is spoken by 17*2 lakh p 'rsons is easily the most 
important dialeet of this group. It ts spoken 
mainly in the Santal Parganas where 9*8 lakh or 
over 42 p.'rcimt of the p ipiilation .“p.aik this 
laiiguage as mother-toivgiie, hut it also exUaids to 
Maiihhum, Singhhlium, Ha/.arib.agh, Mottghyr 
(south), Bhagalpur, Purneii and Saharsa ilistricts. 
Mutulari ia prevalent in Uaiiehi and the adjoining 
an'AS in Singhhlium and Ho is praidia'illy conRn(>tl 
to Singhhlium. Next com ‘s B. ngali, w'hich cxei'jit 
in Home bordiT anvis. i,s the laig^uage of si'ttlcrs, 
and not an indtgenou.s xoninoular of Bihar. 


Out of 17*6 lakh p*rsons relurneil a.s aptaiking 
Bengali as mother-tongue, over 8 lakhs live in 
Manbhuni Sadr (Purulia), 2*7 lakhs in Siiigh- 
bhiiin, 2* 1 lakhs in Santal Parganas, 1*9 lakhs in 
Dlianbad and 1 * 3 laklis in Purnea. After Bengali

7 . Non-tribal vamatmlan—mtnparuon with 
1931 .— At the 1931 oonana Hindi was returned aa 
mother-tongue by 27.6 milliona or 84.7 per cent 
of the population. The oonreaponding figures for 
1921 was 24*9 millions or 85*5 p.>r oent ofthe 1921 
population. Tlic faU in the proportion of Hindi 
ap.'akers in 1031 us compared with 1921 appears 
to liave lH‘(*n due mainly to increase in the number 
of returns for Bengali from some of the border 
arcus. The increase noticed in 1951 over the 
1931 figun* should be attributed to three factors: 
(I) migration ; ( 2 ) adoption of EUndi by 
H(<ctions of the tribal population ; and ( 3 ) growth 
of a buideney among large scotious of the 
border population who speak mixed dialects to 
claim Hindi as tiieir mother-tongue. Out of 
5.6 million immigrants in Bihur ( 1951 ), 3*8 
millions ootnc from Hindi sjteaking areas. As 
will upp(‘ar from the analysis given in the next 
paragraph, Hindi has also gained at the expense 
of tribal languages. In Matibhum Sadr and the 
|Kirtions of the Santal Parganas, particularly 
Jamtara Sub-division, large sections of the in- 
digeiioivi riux's and eustes who speak a mixed 
Bihari-Bengali iliaicct and were often shown as- 
Nji'akers of Bengali, claimed Hindi os their mother- 
tongue at the 1951 census. This tendency apiMMvro 
to have been accelerated by the opening of a large 
number of Hindi scIuhiIh in the border an’as, and 
the declaration of Hindi as the National language. 
The proportion of jH'raons speaking Bengali as 
their mother tongue has decreased from 5*7 
I>er cent to 4*4 per cent. This is partly exjilainod 
by the reasons given above for increase in the pro¬ 
portion of Himli-spimkers, but then) arc also 
other faetors. Since 1931 , an appreciable number 
of Mu.Hlim.s who spoke Bengali or Kishanganjia 
have migrafrd from the Puraea distriet to Eastern 
Pakistan. Bengali has also lost in Manbhum due 
to increase in emigration (mostly of a periodic 
character) from Maiibhuin Sadr to pliws's in 
B'cigal and Assam. 

The proportion of porson-s sp.^aking Oriya to 
the tobvl pojiulatioii of the State has remained 
praotie.iilty tho same in 1951 as in 1931 and does 
not call for any eomment. 

8. Tribal vernaculars -comparison mtk 1931 .-- 
The tribal languages or dialects pn'valent in Biiior 
ladoiig to tw’o diff«'n*nt language families, namely, 
(I) Munda branch of Austro-Asiatic family (re- 
ferreil to the Table as Munda languages), and ( 2 ) 
Dravidiiu) (intermediati' group). The first ineiudea 
alt the Khorwari diali't'ts mentioned in paragraph 
6 above, and Kharia. The second (Dravidian 
family ) includes Oraon (alae'siunetimes known aa 
Kurukh) Milto (also called Paharia) and 
Qondi.

Korwn 
ia also on the deciine, but then' has been an increase 
in the return for Birjia, though the numbm 
involved are tputc small. KItaria has a large 
twimixture of Hindi (or rather Bihari), and it was 
n»ganh'<l as a dying language even 50 years ago, 
but though then.' has lawn, undoubU'diy, some 
ileolino in the iiumla>r of {M'luons speaking Kharia 
ainot' 1931, Ihe total 1951 figure for Kharia is 
the same as in 1931.

impo.H8ible for evt;ii *‘Xi)ert8 to decide otjnolusively 
whether the language spoken there is Oriya or 
Bengali, hut luckily this controversy which was 
pre.s<-nt in i-arlier censuses ditl not raise its head 
very prominently at the 1961 census.

4. Dijjicultien imcovnUtred .— Difficulties invari¬ 
ably arise in securing an accurate account of 
the languages at the Census. Obscure local 
tiTiiiH have been eiitend in the enumeration slips 
in some casi's. A.s stated above, the languages 
returned by distinctive mimes, irrespective of 
whether they are in the ii-cognist'd list of langu¬ 
ages or not, have Isen tabulated and shown. 
For example, Parnja, Koya, Jatapu, Konda, 
Hhuyan, Dhruxa, Bonda, Jharia, Mirdlui, Kisiiii, 
i’eitgo are not languages at all, hut are the names 
of castes or tribes. The languages .spoken by 
them eoiumonly go by those names locally, 

6. TiUjfil Innijua/jr^. - ApiHindix I to this note 
show.s the languages which are grouped a.s tribal in 
1961. ft is po,s.sible that some of the languages so 
treated at this Census were treated n.s dialects of 
Onya or other language^ in the prev iou.i- (’ensuses.

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?. to tii« Btaiemant given en page 10, tho 
fignrea of 1921, 1931 and 1951 are b^ed on full 
ooont tabulation. The figures of 1941 are based on 
2 per cent samplo tabulation. They are nut 
thuroughly representative for the reason that they 
are based on a small sample count and that they 
are available only for the old diatriots of Orisaa and 
not fur tho merg^ States. Not muuh rolianoe can 
therefore be placed on the figmres of 1941 for 
purpose of oompariaon. 

8. Oriya — is the most predominant language 
of Orissa. It is used as tho mother-tongue of 
12,065,272 persona, or 82 "4 per imnt of tho entire 
population. In 6 out of the 13 districts mure 
than 90 per oont of the population use Oriya as 
their muther-tortguo. In Bolangir the perotuitage 
is as high as 98'6 per cruit, Dhenktiiial eoines 
next with 97'9 per oont and Puri with 96 7 per 
cent. Tho other three difctricts are Cuttack with 
94'2 p<*r cent, Sambalpur with Ori per cent 
and Kalahandi with 90*7 p<*r cent. Hut the 
a^'orago for tho State as a whole is brought down 
by Huoh districts as Korajuit, J’liulbuni uiul 
Mayurblianj, where a little more than half the 
population speak Oriya as tlmir mother-tongue. 

0. Otmerally speaking, Oriya has mamtain<-d 
its stable TS)sition during the last three detuides. 
There iuu« hee-n a slight loss of (i’l bf'tweeii 1931 
and 1951 which is <lue t<j the fact tliat the prev ious 
Census figures for Oriya inoliided many diuleets 
whioli have now Ixten shown as mother-tongue. 
In 1941 the |K*rwnl4igi> has gone a.s iiigh as 90-0, 
but this cannot be takiui as t»>rr< cl for the reason 
given in para 7 alKjve. 

10. Tribal languagtjt.- - Taking all the tribal 
languages together, the total number of sp-akers 
in 1951 is 1,837,732 or 12’6 p r »'i nt of tin* j>opii- 
lutiun. Speakers of Stuitali are found in con¬ 
siderable numbers in Mayurbhanj, Ki'onjliar and 
Balaaore ilistriots. Sjienkers of Savara in (lanjam 
and Koraput, of Kui and Kliond in Phulbani. 
Kalahandi and Koraput, and of Ifo in Keoiijluo 
Munda and Oraon languages are prominent . 
Sundargurh and Paraja in Korujiut. On tin- 
whole a large element of th<“ frib.al ianguages is 
seen in Mayurbhanj, Phulbani, Koraput, K<‘onjbnr 
and Ganjaiu and to an exl^-nt' in Sutidargarh. 

11. The rniinb<*r and proportion of the speaki-rs 
of the tribal languages have reinaim d practiiwilly 
steady. The inen-ase Ix tween 1921 ami 19.51, as 
the recorded figures show, mo.-tly due to iiii]irf>vefl 
enumeration in 1961 as well as to the change in 
the list of tribes as adopted at the tinw' of fliffen-nt 
Censusee. The speakers of trilml Janguage.s have 
increased to 12-6 p.-r a nt in 19.51 fri»m 112 per 
wnt in 1921. In absoluU' numbeiv, they have 
inorcascal by 594,0.56 b<-tweeu 1921 ami 19.51, 
during wiiich p:*rio<l the inoreaw* in the general 
population of Orissa amounts to 34 -9 laklis. 

12. Tdugu. —^There are 342,.52.3 persons sp -ak- 
ing Telugu as their mother-Uingue. Thii- langtiage 
has the maximum number of speakers in the di't- 
trjeta of Koraput and Ganjam which border the 
Andhra portion of Madras, where Telugu is 


spoken as the mother-tongue. A little less than 
oae-saventh of the population of Ganjaiu luid 
one-aixttienth of the population ofK<»raput speak 
Telugu as their firet language. 

13. Speakers of Telugu havti slightly inertsused 
since 1921, tho inoreaso in the proportion between 
each of tho perkKla 1921-31 and 1931-51 Ix-ing 
U-I percent. 

14. Uittdi and Urdu.— (a) f/incfi.—-Hindi is 
used as mother-tongue nu>stly in Sundorgarh and 
Sambalpur districts. These two districts between 
tliemselves contribute about 6(),600 speakers 
out of the total 97,( M )0 in the State. Tho 
otlicr nuijvir auitribubirs appear from Kalahandi, 
Cuttack, Koraput luid Bolangir. As tive figures 
in the statment indicate*, there appears to be some 
confusion in ri'cording the languages Hindi iiud 
Urdu in 1921. There was a cttnspiouous dec¬ 
line of Hindi between 1921 and 1931 and a 
further di>eliiie bv'tweeii 1931 and 1951. 

(i) Urdu.- - Urdu is iisi'd as the mother- 
toiigm* of 159,017 persons in Orissa. Although 
there was a perceptible inci-eiist* in the numlH'i' 
of speakers <if Urdu during the deimde 1921-31 
by over a lakh, there has been ileoliiu' of abtmt 
30,tKKI betwt'en 1931 and 1951. No separate 
figui't’s are avadubli* for 1941. In J93I, this 
laiiginige was sp ikeii liy 1-5 p u- cc'lit of tho total 
popiiUtion wlnle in 19.51 it declined to I'l 
per<x*nt. 

Taking both Hindi and Urdu togetlier there is 
a grailual full in the proportion of tho spisikers 
<»f the.se (wo languages since 1931. 

1.5. Ib.iiyali.- • Bengiili is (he noilher-tongue of 
8<5,08.3 person siiHs* 1951. This luoeunge iiourishes 
III the distrnt- of Mayiirbhuii;. Huiasor<' and 
Keoiijhar will ailjoiii West It.'iigal. Glittaok 
and i'’n,ri disliiels also oontnbute to an extent. 
The iiuiuls r of sp akei s of Ib ngali in Onasa foi iii 
0-6 js'r cent of the kitul population. 

16. Othtr /luluiH languaycfi. All other latiguageH 
in OriasH are relatively iimnitsirtant. Theiu are 
t’i6,428 who U.SI- Kisati as their mother-tongue. 
As hta6*d elsewher#! Kisan m a dialect of Oriya 
spoken by a class of ))eo|i|e called ‘ Kisiiii who 
are Hindu.s by leligioii. Tbey ajiix ar in >Samlci|. 
pur, .Suii'largai li, Keonjliar and IHienlvanal 
districts. T^triii is sjsiken by 13,392 persons, 
ft IS u dialect oj Onya in sonic ijisiricts and of 
Hindi in oth<*rs and is used in Sainbaipnr. 
Sutidargarh, Kalahandi, Bolitiigir, Itlicnkaiial 
and to a very Miiail exUnit in Koratxit district. 
The other Indian languages are of minor 
imjxirtaiia* and call for no remarks. 

17. tflfirr wnt-thdian UinguagfK. ■■ Knglish and 
Nejsili an- tlu- only oth'*i- non-riidiaii laiigiiag«*H 
of some im]Sirtance. At the ]ires<'nt Geiisus, 
Knglish Was n-turii<d as the mother-Uiig^m- of 
1,228 pi*nMiiis and Nepali ol 864 persons.

18. If a p'-rsfai (sirniiioiily spoke an Ttidiau 
language other tlian his mother longue, the nnm<* 
of that language wa> recorded arid the information 
alxmt bi-linguulism was abstracti d at this CciiKua, 
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Simtlur information vraa also extracted in 1931. 
The intention ia to aaoertain the nature of and 
tlie extent U> wiiich the mcimberH of one particular 
lin^uintio fold have found it neceasary or expedient 
without alxtndoning their <jwn m<jther-tongue, 
to adopt uH a eecondary language, the tongue of 
rt<»rae other group with which they are brought 
into chwe ooritaot. The figurcH diHcloao two 
ivMpectH of a quoKtion, firatly, the bi-lingualiam 
prevalent in the bord«-r un>aa whe-re Home langu- 
agcH co-exirt and Hccondly the bi-lingualism that 
ariHCH i>ut of neoesHity of certain puraonH to 
employ the regioiuil language an a ineaiLS of 
(!omrnunieation. The figurcH are al«f) of a<ldi- 
tional interoat in that one can know how far the 
aboriginal rnanH wherever they exist are acquiring 
the a‘<e of the regional languugt!. 

19. Thc! figuren obtained in thia respect muHt 
however bc) aocept*-d with u wrtain amount of 
reserve. For, it iH not unlikely timt Home enume- 
rattjrH luive, witlioiit proper uuden-tanding of 
the Hpirit underlying the <mquiry, shown the 
languageH «»ther than their mother-tongue, irrew- 
pectiv(> of whetlier Hueh Hubsirliary languages were 
commonly used out of neee.sHity in daily life. Nor 
Were Home people leHH anxious to give out the name 
of some language wliieh they acquirerl for cultural 
purposeH aH a Hubsidiary language. On the whole, 
the risiorded figuren seem to err, if at all, on the 
Hide of «leliei<‘iiey. The returns have however been 
tabulated, as aetiially recorded and shown in 
Tabll^ I) f (//) without uttemjiting to eliminate 
even the uniitqiorlant items of bi-lingualisin. 

120. Then- are altogether 9.39,239 persons in tin- 
State or a little ler.s than 10 jxir cent speaking a 
sceomlary language. 

Tabh' 2 .shows hy distrii ts the number of persons 
who .speak 11 sultsidinry language and the p.T- 
eenlage they form to the total })o])ulation. It may 
be seen from the statement that the element of 
the subsidiary language is strong in Koraput, 
(lanjain, K<onjliar, Smulorgarh and IMiulbani. 


21. 007 363 have 0riyft»8 their seoondaxy langd- 
age and 123,401 Telugn, 85,434 Hindi, 24,139 
&ngali and 3,705 Urdu. Among thoee who me 
Oriya oh their muther-tonguo (namely 12,066,272) 
only 261,4’^ use a subridiaiy language in their 
daily life. The distribution by mother-tongue and 
subsidiary languages of population of Orissa will 
be found in Appendix iV. The extent and the 
nature of the bi-lingualism prevalent in Orissa 
may be seen from the figures given therein.

It appears that the acquiaititin of Oriya as a 
secKUidary language has proved an indispensabh' 
neocHsity for a eonsiderable section of the tribal 
{Mipulation. ft is however interesting to find that 
bi-lingimliMii is extremely rare among Sautals and 
Koyas. t)nly 3.6 per cent of the Santuls and 
0.9 per cent of the Koyar speak Oriya as their 
subsidiary language Thi.“ shows that these 
trilx‘.s are living in eomparative aloofness. 
Bi-lingualism i.s als<» low amongst Parajas, Gonds, 
Gadabivs, Bhumijs, Bavaras and Kuis. Only 8.5 
piT e«'nt of the Parajas, 17.9 per cent of Gonds, 
18.1 IKT I'ent of Gadabas, 11.4 jxt cent of 
Bhumijs 16.4 per oent of Savaras and 16.9 
per ci-nt of Kuis s^wak Oriya os their secondary 
language.

The 
comintuaity is pc^ioally confined to the South 
Uadras Division, nwre tiian half of it being in 
Madtmi district. In iaot, Madurai town may bo 
called tbe headquarters of this oommonity.

Sauraahtta has no script of its own and it is only 
a spoken language. 

3. Hindi. — Over one lakh people—fiO,ft2.'S mnles 
and 48,444 females—have rrtomtd Hindi as ttieir 
mother tongue. It will bn found tiuit these 
returns occur in all the districts. Actually, Hindi 
is the mother-tongue in the ease of only a sect ion 
of the immigrants from States in Northern Indin. 
The numb<‘r of persons who have claimed Himli 
aa their mother-tongue exceeds the numl»er of 
immigrants from Northern India, showing tliut 
the figures are vitiated by the feeling on the jKirt. 
of a number of persons Hiat th<*y should n'turii os 
their mother-t«»ngue the official language of the 
Indian Union. 

4. Marathi. — 75,583 males and ♦ifl,457 femuh-s 
have retunud Marathi as their moth<T-tongue. 
In a minibor of districts then* are Mniuirattn 
families whose mother-toi\gue is Marathi, f.g., in 
Tanjore town, w’h<*re we find a numWrof Maharatla 
families who have lieen then- since Iht' time' of 
Maharatta Kings of Tanjoie. The figures include 
also Maharattas who have migrated to this State. 

5. Larnhadi. Lamhadi is the language spoken 
by the lyimbaeli community, which is a l>ack-ward 
one. A very large percentageof the Lamijadis 
used to Ik* registered under the Criminal TrilK s 
Act, but in n-oent years they have w ttled down 
more and mr>re to cultivation, tJiauks to tin* con¬ 
cession shown to them by the (ioveriuneut .s a 
baokwani class in the matter of land assignmouts. 
In the Htate as a whole, there ar<* 30,042 males 
and 35,701 females of tlus comintuiity. They 
S]M‘ak Lambadi among themselves, but sjH'ak tin- 
regional latxguago, while conversing with others. 
The wt»men an? eaaily identified by th*? gftrgeous 
check pattorns in their dress and th' iweulinr 
ornaments worn by them. As is w*‘II known, the 
bulk of them an; foimd in the Dt'ccan division, 
Bellary awl Anantapur Inu'ng their stnurgholds, 
the other important districts for this eommiuiity 
being Krishna, Guntur and Chittorv. 

6. Badaga. — This is a corrupt form of Kanan se, 
the Badaga being persons who form 'riy^ migratt-rl 
from Myaore State. This has no script of its 
own and it is only a spoken language. There are 
33,463 males and 33,822 females, and as is well 
known, they are fH’a^catly all to be found in 
tbo Nilgirif dwtri^. They used to be backward, 


but latterly their eoBditioa .haa improved con- 
aideraWy and they are now duterpriamg cultiva¬ 
tors, particularly potato cultivation, and educa¬ 
tion ia spreading among them. 


7. Kojfo, Saora, Jatapu or Khond, Omdaba tmd 
Toda :—^Theao are laiqpwges spoken only by 
certain hill tribes. The T.'da has iio script, and 
ia (uily a sp.}ken laivguage, spoken only by the 
small Tmla community, consisting of 426 males 
and 453 females. Tliey are found only in the 
Nilgiris district. It is a well known oommunity 
which haa attracted a great deal of attention, and 
then; is a considerable literaturt; about them. 


Tlu; Koyas, Sooras, Jatapiu awl Gadabas are 
well known hill tribes—-all in the Agency traots— 
but a small numlM>r of these are found in the Plains 
areas, particularly in tluwie adjoinii\g the Agency 
tracts. They are extremely backward and prefrr 
to live in the hills. In this State, the Koyofi ar^ 
the most numon>us amottg those tribes. Q^her 
hill tribes speak only the regional language. 

8. Yrntkuta, Irula nr This is a back- 

wanl wanmuuity which lives by bi'gging and by 
making lwski»t8, and large numbers of them still 
live a nomadic life. Tlu'ir’s also is a spoken 
language without any swipt. Tliey arc fbund 
mostly in tiie Guntur awl Ntdiore distriots in the 
f^ir<!arH, and in the Deeoau Division, but some, 
mostly nomadte, are found in the Tamil districts 
also. 

tt. Ovjnmtt, fifUf/ali, f*unjitht, Nrpali and 
Marwari. 'lliese languages are H{)oken only hy 
tmmigrauiH with these langtutges as their mother- 
l«»nguo. n»ere art* a numlM?r of Gujarati mer¬ 
chants in the HlsU-; the nuraVH'r of Marwaris is 
Very small and they an* inostly money lenders 
(47H lualf-s and 257 f(*males). 


Though the numbt-r of displaced p<'rsons from

Column (2) of the table gives the total number of 
persona using the speoiSed language ae their 
mother-tongue, while column (3) gives the number 
of persons speaking a language subsidiary to the 
mother-tongue. *^0 subsidiary language in 
column (4) is the Indian language, other than the 
mother-tongue, which the person enumerated 
commonly speaks. Column (4) gives the popsUa* 
tion by each subsidiaiy language fur the figure 
given in column (3). l^der subsidiary languages, 
enumerators were instructed to record o^y the 
Indian language, if any, commonly spoken by 
the person enumerated besides his mother-tongue, 
i.e., the language used by him in his daily life. 
If he spoke more tiian one Indian lang\Uige be¬ 
sides his mother-tongue, only the one which he 
most commonly used was to be recorded. Not 
more than one subsidiary language was thus 
recorded in each case. Naturally, the most 
important subsidiary languages ore also the most 
important regional languages of the State, ci*., 
Tamil, Telugu, Malayalam and Kannada.

Though an answer to the question regarding 
mother-tongue was re<5*irded in respect of every 
oitiaen, figures wen* separately tabulated only for 
eight Indian languages- -{!) Malayalam, (2) Tamil, 
(3) Hiiuli, (4) Kanarese, (5) Telugu, (6) Konkani, 
(7) Marathi and (8) Chijarnti. All other langu¬ 
ages -Urdu, Tulu, Sinhalese, niirmese, Chinese, 
Arabic, Helm'w, Ktvglish, French. Oerimm and 
Portuguese- -<dniming only a c<iiii]wimtively small 
p«'roentage of the population, have been clubbed 
together under ‘ others *. A tribal dialect com¬ 
posed of Malayalam and Tamil confined to alamt 
three hundit'd tribal jK-ople was returned from the 
Quilon district. 

The largt'st number of pc'rsons speaking Tamil 
is found in tJ»e taluks of Agasthiswaram, Tliovala, 
Kalkulam and Vilavancode, Kheukotta, Peermede, 
Pevikulam and Ohittoor. All these taluks bor¬ 
der Tarailnad and attract inmigrants from that 
area ; this immigration is particularly heav)' in 
Peermede and Ilevtkulam which draw large 
number of estate workers from Tamil districts. 

8fi per cent of the people speak Malayalam ; 
Tamil is spoken by 12 per cent of the population. 
The linguistic picture of the State is thus one of 


homogeneity or unity. As Malayalam and Tamil 
are Ijoth derived from a common Dravidion stock, 
it is cosy for speakers of one language to under* 
stand and be undertstood by the speakers of the 
other language. It is worthy of not© that the 
existence of only two principal laitguages in the 
State has heli>ed the rapid spread of literacy and 
the diffusion of a uniform system of elementary 
and high school education. 

As Konkani language spoken in this State is a 
dialect of Marathi it is likely that some persons 
might have returned Marathi for Konkani. 'niese 
p -rsons ore mostly found in the oonuneroial 
centres in the lowland. Tetugu-speaking p^^r- 
sons are mostly traders or labourers in ©.states. 
Gujarati is spoken by a small section of immi¬ 
grants who are engag^ in trade and commerce 
here. Tulu and Kanarese are sjioken by psople 
engaged in temple service or the hotel indiut^; 
they are fairly well distributed throu^oat the 
cimntry. There are few, if any, Arabs in the 
State ; Muslims who have leamt the Qoran may 
have given Arabic as their‘tnother-tongoe thou^ 
they use Malayalam, Tamil or BSndustani in their 
hoiim.

Information in regard to each iioraon’s motheiv 
tongue wae extract at the Cenru^. Though 
85 languages were enumerated as being spoken 
as motlier-tonguos in the State of Bombay as a 
whole, and 67 in Greater Bombay alone, the 
problem of linguistic diversity is not as tomplioated 
os these iigures suggest. Only a few languages 
were of outstanding nuraerieal importance. 
Speakers of Marathi, Gujarati, Kannada and Urdu, 

Mio f«)ur most widely spoken languages, constitu¬ 
ted 03.25 per cent of the total p{)pulation. In 
Table 1 below the principal languages spoken in 
Bombay StaU-, and the percerituge that each 
<t<uvstif.ute<l of the total population with declanal 
mother-tongue at tho Census of 1951 has been 
shown.

Bhili, the sixth language on tho list, is gensnally’ 
a dialect of the principal language of the distriot, 
either Marathi or Gujarati. In tho esse of the 
tiny new district of the Dangs, formed m 1918, a 
controversy arose regarding the language spoken 
by the Adivosis of tho area. The then Chief 
Minister and Deputy Ctiief Minister of Bombay, 
wliose mother tongues were respectively Misra^ 
and Gujarati, but wbo spoke both languages witii 
almost equal facility, decided afU^r touring the

At the 
Census of 1951 
no persons in 
the district were 
returned as 
speaking Bhili.

IIm Haim l^oatpw, Marathi, QuInmtJ and 
Kannada, whitm wn reoognisod aa tesimial langu¬ 
ages in Bmnbay State have, genen^ speaking, 
maintained their position ainoe ll^l^ thou^ 
Kannada relatively to other languages alightly 
lost iMond, uduJe Gujarati increased its podtion. 
Speakers of Maratiii (excluding Bhili and Ahimni) 
wawtituted 43.92, 44.30 and 44.08 of the total 
papulation at the oeuBusos of 1921,1931 andl96]. 
SpMdcera Of Gujarati (excluding i^'li) constituted 
29.48, 29.04 and 31.74 per cent of the popuiation 
at the coususes of 1021,1931 and 1901. 

Speakers of Urdu comprised 0.33 pt'r cent of 
tho impulation in 1001, a slight decline since 1921. 
Until 1931 this language was tabulated under 
Western Hindi. In Bombay State a e<»nsidorable 
proportion of tluwo persons who n>tarned TTrdu 
(or Musalinani) as thoir mother-tongue can speak 
tile n'gionul languagi's with equal fluency. In 
Bombay Stati* aa a whtdo 8.1 per cent of the popu. 
lation were Muaiima, while Urdu apoakem com- 
priat'd 0.3 per a(<nt of the population.

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Poreona with Hindi aa their declared niothiCr> 
tongue recorded a bigger iitcn^ase einoe 1921 than 
any other linguistic group. Increased immigra¬ 
tion from Hindi apjaking areoa probably aooount- 
od chiefly for the phenomenon. Immigration 
also aooounted for the riae in the proportion of 
Telugu, Sindhi, Tamil, Punjabi, Hengali and 
Malayalam speakers in the population. The 
majority of the displaocd persons from Pakistan 
were Sindhi speakers. 

In Saurasbtra and Kutch the linguistio picture 
was less diversifled than in Bombay State. 06*06 
per cent of the |K>pulation of Saurashtra in 1961 
spoke Gujarati, while Urdu, Kachchhi, and 
Sindhi accounted for the remainder. In Kutch 
60'49 per cent of the po{)uiation spoke Gujarati 
and 48'26 p(>r cent spoke Kachchhi, Sindhi 
principally accounting for the remainder. Though 
origirwlly regarded linguistically os a dialect 
of Sindhi, the proportion of Gujarati words in 
Kachchhi has sfiown a progressive increase, 
and time and political circumstances sot^m likely 
to lead to the progressive assimilation of Katthchhi 
to Gujarati,jui the script used in writing Kachchhi 
is the Gujarati script. At the 1921 and 1931 
censuses 64*09 and 67*40 })er cent of the {nipula- 
tion of Kutch were reported as speaking Kachchhi 
as a mother-tongue. The flguro at this census 
registered a slight decline to 48*26 jier cent. 

The extent to wliich the princijtal language of 
a district was spoken by a majority (if the {x>pula- 
tion foimd in a disiriot at the time of the census 
is an indication of the linguistic homogeneity of 
an area. The position is, however, somewhat 
obscured by the varying extent to which Urdu 
and Bhili were returned as mother-touguos in 
particular districts. In 6 out of 10 districts in 
Gujarat—Habarkontha, Mehsana, Koira, Panch 
Mahals and Broiuih —more than 96 per cent of 
the population returned Gujarati as their mother- 
tongue. Out of the 10 districts of the Dc^ccun 
Korihem Division only Dangs and ISatara North 
returned mortt than 96 i)er cent of the jHipulation 
as speaking Marathi, in the remaining 7 districts 
of the l>)coan tiioiithorn Divisioii luul the Konkan 
only Ratnagiri rt'turned more than 9.6 p('r cent of 
its population as speaking the prineiiisU ianguiige 
of the distriot. 

BJ.UNOUALISM 

If a person commonly spoke any Indian language 
other than his moUior-tongue in daily or domestic 
life, the name of the language was recorded, and 
information about the extent and nature of 
bi-lingualism was abstraoted after the census. 
The bi-lingualism related not to the ability to 
speak another Indian language, but to its em¬ 
ployment in daily life. 

Two main types of bi-lingualism can be dis¬ 
tinguished—the territorial bi-lingualism that arises 
in thoBo border areas where the regional languages 
oo-exist, and the sooio-eoonomio bi-lingualism that 
arises out of the necessity of immigrants to

smaller the percentftgs of M-ling o ft lism . Thuft, 
ftmong the persons who spdm si ft mo^wr tongue 
the three great regional langaagai of Bombay 
Stftte—Marathi, Gujarati and Kannada, the 
oentage of bi-lingufthsm among Onlsrati qpeftcan 
waa only 2*62 per cent, as against 3*28 among 
Maiatlu apeakera, and 8’94 unong K a nn a d a 
speakers. Konkaiu idone among the l a n g na g e ft 
indigenous to Bombay State retomed a hi^ p»- 
centoge of bi-lingualism. The language is ixuii- 
genous to Kanara district, where abo^ half the 
Konkani speakers in Bombay State were Sound, 
The great majority of the Konkani speakm in 
Kanara distriot, who were bi-lingual, were bi-lingual 
in Kannada. The other concentration of Konkani 
speakers in Bombay State was found in Greater 
Bombay. Many of these Konkani speakers were 
immigrants from Goa, and Marathi and Hindi 
outdistanced Kannada as the second language 
in which they wore bi-lingual. 

Urdu and Kachchhi in Bombay State occu¬ 
pied a s|)ccial position. Urdu is not a regional 
language in the sense of having a well defined 
region where the speakers of the language consti¬ 
tute an important block. The majority of the 
speakers of the language were not immigrants, 
but Muslims who were indigenous to the areas 
where they resided, and in consequence spoke 
the regional languages. 62'16 per cent ta the 
{xtrsons who returned Urdu as their mother-tongue 
in Bombay State were bi-Iinmol—^Marathi, 
Kannada, and Gujarati, in that or^, being the 
languages in which the Urdu apeakers were 
bi-lingual. It has already been noted that the 
mother-tongue of must Muslims in Gujarat was 
not Urdu, but Gujarati. The number ^ persons 
in Bombay State who spoke Kachchhi as a mother- 
tongue was 67,376, and 61'75 per cent of them 
were bi-lingual, the groat majority being bi-lingual 
in Gujarati. The language is indigonous to 
Western India, but not to Bombay State. 

In addition to the languages which were 
indigenous or semi-indigenous to Bombay State, 
there were other languages whioh more than 10,000 
liersons spoke as a mother-tongue. These langu¬ 
ages, in order of their numerical importance as 
mother tongues in Bombay State, wen 
Telugu, Sindhi, Bajastham, Tkmil, Pnpjabi, 
English, Malayalam, Bengali, and Tuhi. Hie 
recced percentage of bi-lingualiam among the 
speakera of all theeo languMes, except >nA 
Sindhi, waa very high. On^ 22 per cent of the 
persons who spoke Sindhi as a mother^oogiie 
were bi-luigual,aDd the language in which they wore 
principally bi-lingual was Hindi, with Oqjoiati 
a bad second. Most of the fiindhl ^Makers wen 
receoit arriv^ displaoed poaona fimn Fskistaa, 
and wen utuated in* Cheater Bombay, edian 
Kogiish servea as a omameraial lisfiis fnmea, 
or ormoentrated in the tofwnsh^ of UUuMnagar,

Speakma of Tdom and Tulu also showed a 
high peromitage of bi^lingnalism. 48 percent of 
the Tehim qieakers were bi*-Ilngual, the majority 
in Mjui^. S8 per oent of the Tulu spiers 
were bilingual, mainly in Kannada. 


Outside the Bajasthani, Telugu, Tulu group, 
where a majority of the speakers who were 
bi-lingual were bi>lingnal in the regional languages 
of Bombay State, came the Tamil, Pwjabi, 
Hhighwh, Malayalam, and Bengali group. The 
percentage of bi-lingualiam in thia ^roup was 
high. It ranged between 36 per oent m the cose 
of Tamil speakers, and 49 per cent in the case of 
qMaketa a Beng^. The distinguishing feature 
of this group was that Hindi outclassed in im- 
portaaoe any other language as the language in

The answeia to tiw oueslkm qp bi4iagualism 
oonoemsd daily usa, and not knowlsdaB, diffs* 
rent Indian langusgea. Oidyime fahaioOary langu¬ 
age was to be recorded. Benm bhe reti^ aid 
not rereel the extent to whkdi Hindi, the Kagaa 
franea of India, was understood, but only the 
extent to whieh it was in daily ounenov. Kbr 
that reason two ofthe regional languor, Marathi 
and Kannada, oatolaMod BUndi as me deokmd 
second language at pareona in Bombay State. 
In the table bebw the principal languagea in whioh 
people in B<mhay State declared themeelves 
to 1m bt-Iingual have been shown, in mrder of 
importance. Speakers of Bhili and Ahirani have 
been treated as having Marathi or Oujarati as 
their mother-tongue, and have not been analysed 
for the secondary obaraoteristio of bi-lingtuuism 
in these two knmrages. To the persons returned 
as bi-lingua! in Hindi or Urdu might be added the 
1,623 persons who were returned as M-lingii^ fh 
Hindustani. 

A rather fasciimting feature of the language 
retuma was that 27 imrsona in Bombay Skate 
relumed Sanakrit as their mother tongue, and aa 
many as 1,404 persons returned tbemselvN as 
bi-lingual in that language. 

In Saurashtra and Kutch bi-Ungualism”was not 
an important feature.

8tatutti(» on laiiguago woto compiled at the 
Ceniiiui of J931; but in view of restricted tabala* 
tion in British India as a result of the war> data 
on this subject were not tabulated] in 1941. 

2. At (bis (Vnsiis the langiiagi^s were re- 
coi-dod by the Enumerators in the slips exactly 
as they were statcrl by the rosiKmdents, In the 
Tables also, they have l)een exhibited exactly as 
returned. In the past (^msuHcs, on the other hand, 
the diale<tH wore f^cnerally not ro<!orfied; and 
even if the Enumerator entered them in an,\' seh(‘- 
dules, tlwjy were included in the standard lan¬ 
guages in the pnajcss of tabulation. In the 
TabTes, the languag<'« were arraikged according to 
their family affinity. 

3. As many us 377 names of languages and 
dialcKits have la-eri rotunied as mother tongues 
at this (.'ensiis. Of these 247 are H|Kiken by 1^ 
than ItJO jkcrsons each, while 140 do not claim 
more than 1(» sfHJakoro each in the whole of the 
btuto. Only in the case of 09 languages, do the 
sjMiakers number more than 1,000. 

4. 'I'he names of the languag<s» and dialects 
roturackl as mother-tongues at the 1961 and 1931 
oeiiBUBCB, which can lie grouped with each of the 
languages shown in the Htatement below, are 
given in Ap|H'ndic<« 1 and II resjKiotivoly. The 
languages appearing in the Statement and thost*. 
sltow'n in the Appimdix J, which can be grouiiod 
with them, together account for 99 4 j»r cent of 
the total jmpulation of (ho Slate at this census. 
'J'hc statement shows for the two censuses, 1931 
and 1961, the number of jarsoiks |K)r 1,000 of the 
total ]K>)iulation of the State sp'aking the ditferent 
languages given in column (I) as well as those 
shown in Appendix I, whieh cau lie grou[KHl with 
them.

tic group in the State. Increased imnngratto 
of mndi speaking people from the neighboariog 
States is, {veeumably, one d the reaeons. 1%e 
growing tendency' of diakasts to lose gronnd 
gradually to the standard languages is a^h«^. 

Sbri Marten observed as far back as 1911 in 
the Census Report of the State : "The spread 
of srdiool education among the lower classes 
no doubt tends to obliterate dialeotio 
distinctions as the standard language is 
taught in all the schools. Owing to the back¬ 
wardness of female education and their greater 
seclusion women are less able to free them¬ 
selves from their |»rticular dialect, which they 
conserve and are even apt to exaggerate, and an 
educated man who usually oonveraes in the 
standard language will often apeak a dialect in 
his family ”. 

0. Marathi, the other regional langu^e of the 
State, has slightly lost its position since 1931, 
the proportion of Marathi speakers in the popula¬ 
tion being 1 {K^r cent loss at this census than that in 
1931. 

7. The proportion i»f sjieakers of Oondi, the 
language of the principal trilie of the State, has 
fallen by I '2 per cent since 1931. Like all other 
tril>ai languages, Oondi hius no script or litera¬ 
ture. The diminution in the proportion of 
Hiieakers of Oondi is typical of many other tribal 
languages. With the gntdual development of com- 
mnnications. closer association between the abori¬ 
gines and outsidera and spread of education, the 
pace of displacement of tribal languages by langu¬ 
ages like Hindi or Marathi is hoiuid to bo aooele- 
raUnl. AsSliri Roughton pointed out in the Report 
of 1921, “Qonds, unlike many jungle tribes, do not 
coniine fhomaelves entirely to tlio more remote 
places, but are also found scattered in the open 
country, where they are much prised as agricul- 
tiu-al labourers; it is among tlus class that the 
tribal language is no longer used”, 

8. The proportion of speakers of Oriya, who 
constitute 1*8 per cent of the population at this 
Census, have registered a docUno of 0*3 per oent 
since 1931. The fall is clearly due to the tiansfiR’ 
of the Oriya spe^^ tracts of 1,432 squan 
miles from the Baipur district and 80 sqoara 
miles from the Bikspiu district to OriSM in 
1986, when the State was first formed. 

9. Telngu and the two tribal languages, Kxwlca 
and Kolami, have more or less iwaintainad the 
position they had in 1931. 

10. Kurukh or Oraon, the language of Mm 
Orson tribe, accounts for 0*4 per c^ at tfas 
popidatioa of the State. 1%a pnmortkm of 
Knrnkh speakers is found to have oscBiied 
<1*4 ptr cent at thia

Km regard* the retimiR nf Language* the only 
notable feature i« the very large inoreaae in 
number of people who have returned Hindi aa 
their mother-tongue. The gain ha* been at the 
expeiwe of Hinduatani and other local dialect* 
*uch a* Rajaathani, Nimari, etc. The roason for 
thia ia that in thia part of the country Hin(U haa 
come to be recc^niaed aa a National language and 
few pf-ople now inaiat on returning their language 
aa Hindnatani, Jtajaathani, Niman or AlaTvi. 

Jn Bhopal ‘ Urdu *, which was until quite re¬ 
cently the Ktate language, appeare to be rapidly 
loaing ground. The number of peraona with 
* Urdu ’ aa their mother-tongue haa suddenly 
fallen fW>m tKI9,r)23 to 131,6iK). The total numbw 
of Mnaiima in the Bhopal State la now 128,672 
as agauut 109,870 in 1B4I. Thia means that on 
this ooeaainn only four thousand iiun-muslima have 
returned ' Uidu ' as their mother-tongue aa against 
589,663 in 1941.

In the Inatruotiona iaaued to eimmeratora in thia 
regard, ttother-tunguo was defined as the language 
spoken by a peraon fiom the cradle. The £nu- 
meratota were, however, directed, in caac of infanta 
and deaf-mutes, to ascertain and record the 
mother-tongue of the mother. The InairttcUona 
also apneifi^ that the test as to whether a peraon 
commonly a^e any Indian langua|^, waa whether 
he spoke the langwgo in his daily or dosMstic 
life in additi(m to Eia mother-tongim. Thus tte 


ere fact of a penoa’a acquiuntanoe with or 
knowledge of a language was not auffioient for ita 
lieiug recorded aa his aubaidiary lan gii»g»». The 
Inatruotiona further prescribed that in ease a 
{NWiKMi spoke, in addition to his mother-tongas, 
morp than one Indian language in hla daily or . 
domestic life, then the langoage ^cb was apwen 
by him moat commonly waa to be aaeotatned and 
entered in the .'ensus enumeration slip. 

The pmftirmanoe of the mnuneratots with re- 
to theae two questions waa aatia&otory. In 
spite of the fkot that the State is a malti-lmgtial 
area, there waa httle evidence of the p reseooe of 
unhealthy hnsniatio rivalries.

S. Jtotoe muto^yulgi cruOing paUtm of lan^ 
f ttof u -— The bn^^Mige pettern in HytWbed 
Jfteto ie InfluaBoed by two ftotore. The first of 
toeae je toe kwetioa at toe Htete itanif in the iin- 
gnifltio mep of the coimtry. The State lies aorotM 
eteae wfaere toe three maiu laoguages at tlie 
Seooea, naotoy Marathi, Kannada and Teii^, 
meet. The eecond lector is tlie intimate pofitical 
and eultnr^ aesooiation, extending over several 
eentnriee, of the areas now ooustitutiug the 
State with Northem India. It would not be an 
exaggeratloa to obum that no other part of India 
has played auoh an important role as the aroas 
now eoiistitnting Hytlerabad State m drawing 
toe northern and eoutheni people together and 
weaving their onltores into a common pattern, 
Tbie claim ia equally apnlioable to the mingling 
of the ancient Aryan and Dravidian civilisations, 
and to the bringhig together aubaequently of the 
onltareB repteaent^ by the Moghul and Vijaya- 
nager dynartiee. Thus, what is remarkable about 
toe State ie not merely the existence of a large 
mtmber of languages in sufficient numbers but 
also toe extent to which tht'y have influenced one 
enotoer. 

8. BxwtMg podem of motfur-kmjpu languopi *. — 
La all, ee many ae 238 languages, dialecta and caste 
dlaleoU were returned in this State as mother- 
tongue during the 1951 Census. A number of 
theee motoer-tongnes, however, represent only 
dialeeto or caate dialed, principally of Harathi, 
Tehgo, Ckdarati and Hinm. Many alien oastm 
tove eettied down in each of the three linguisUu 
regjeaa of the State (namely, the Telugu, Ibrathi 
end aieee) drawn from ntber the other 

iiuguiatio ■leee within toe State itself or other parts 
of toe eomitiy. Xheae immigraat caatu nave 
aaaimflated toe regianai language in varying deg- 
ceea. Many peteone beloqging to such ceetes have 
tetensd ee toafr motoer^terngne eitoar th^ original 
hcgoan or toe le^onel langnage Mbteqnently 
adofM by toem. W in aome caaea, dtoer out 
of incranoa or wito the definite knowIed« that 
their motheetongne dialect hee certain oietlnot 
toatn we, toey have identified toaqr motbte-iongue 
to totoM nf toeir mm oatee. For examide, toe 
Amu toe inked and Itotoakani are eome of the 
llMiiibtoto^pmt w to n wd fiom toe Tdegu ttaote.

In ell oiUy tidr- 
teen languages in the State aoeount for 10,000 or 
more Mueakers — oim of these, however, to Pardeei, 
which u only a dialeot of HindL These thirteen 
together acouont frir 00*5 percent at the totid 
population of the State.

4 . Tdttf/u OB iiother-TcmifM ,— ’Ko sin^ motlMr- 
totu^ acoountM for a majority of the total retuma 
in ^ State ae a whole. But the Triugu mother* 
tongue apei^Den, oonatituting 47*8 percent of the 
total population, come very near to thia mwk. 
They are, however, predominant in all the eight 
eaatem diatriota of the State, namely Hyderabad, 
l^bubnagar, Adilabad, Nizamabad, Medak, 
Karimnagar, Warangal and Nalgonda. T^y 
acoonnt stir 79*1 percent of the total population 
of theae eight diatriota taken togethOT. The 
higheat peroentage reotyrded by them in theae 
ei^t diatriete ia 93* 8 in Karimnagar and the lowest 
is 53*0 in Hyderaba*!. The low percentile in 
Hydrraliad District is due to the multi-lingual 
diameter of Hyilerebail City. If figures for the 
City are excindeiJ from the Hyderabad District 
flgurea, the peroentage for the diatriot would rise 
to 86-4 . In thia event, the lowest peroentage of 
Telugu speakers would 1^ 66*3 in Arlilabarl Dist¬ 
rict, and in ail tho other seven eastern districts 
the percentage would bo alxive eighty. In the 
eight western districts of the State, the (lertxsntage 
ofTelugu 8[)eakerM to the total ixipulation dwindles 
down to 10*8. In these ilistriiits this percHniiagc 
ranges hctwot'ii O'H in Bliir and 24'3 in Kaiehur 
Ihstrid. But even among thesis eight westfu'ii 
districts, Telugu sijeakcrs account for 14-4 per¬ 
cent of the total {lopulatinn in Nandcil, 14 ft in 
Bidar, 2(1 *0 in Gulbarga and 24*3 in flaiclmr. 
I'hese comparatively heavy percentages an« duo 
to the fact that these four districts arc contiguous 
to the 'IVliigu districts and oontiun some Telugu 
speaking tracts. In Niuided District, the Telugu 
mother-tongue si>cakers cx>nstitiite tho single 
biggest group in Mudhol TahstI accounting for 
45*1 ijcreent of Uio total population. In Bidar 
District, they account for a majority of the total 
{xipulation in Nureyankhed and Zahiralnid Tah- 
sUs. Their iiercentagc to the totiU jKiptitaiion in 
these two tahsils is TWi*0 and 6()‘3 respectively. In 
Culbarga District, they oonstituto the majority 
in Kixiangal and 'I'andur Tahsils, and are the single 
liiggost group in Hedam Tahsil. In these tiiree 
tahsils their ixiriauitage to the total population is 
83-5, 74 1 and 44 ■« res|)ectivcly. Again in 
Kaiehur District, (hoy account for a majority of the 
{xipulatiou in Alnmpur and (fadwal Tahsils and 
constitute the siiiglc biggest group in itaichur 
Tahsil. in Alampur and (ladwal Tahsils, taken 
together, they account for 7(1 • 7 js>rceiit of the total 
IMipuIation. In Itaiclmr 'I'ahsil (heir corri'siMmding 
{wreentage is 43*0. 

i>. Marathi as Motht r-Tongur. -• Marathi 
mother-tongue speakers account for 24-3 iwrcent 
of the total population of the State. Thus, 
they are aixmt half the number of'J'elugu spicakers 
in the Btiitc. The Manthi s|a'akerH an*, however, 
eoneentrated in tho north-west«*rn |sirtions of the 
State. The^ eiynstitute 78 7 |>ereent of the total 
popiulation m tlie live north-western ilistriots of 
Auranmlmii, Parbhani, Nanded, Bhir ondOsmana- 
laid. In these five distoicts, the highmt {leruentage 
reached by them is 86*6 in Bhir and tlio lowest is 
66*5 in Nandi><l District. In the remaining thir¬ 
teen districts of the State, tliey account for only

Tahsils. Their piwoentage to tha total popufipM 
in each of these tahsils is 87*0., 80*1 sod 7P*0 
respectively. In Adilabjd Ihstriot they peedbrni* 
nate in Rajura Tahsil and oonstitote the ain||^ 
biggest group in Kinwat Tahsil. Their ijmeentage 
to the total population in these two tahsUa is 63*7 
and 43*1 respectively. 

6. (7rdu OB Mother-Tongu*. — ITrdo moHiar- 
tongue speakers account for 11*6 pm-cent of tha 
total population of the State. They thus oooati- 
tiitc the third most numerous of the motiier-tongue 
groups in the State. But unlike Telugu or JManmi 
or Kannofla speakers, they are not in a clear ma¬ 
jority in any district as a whole. This is due to the 
fact that though a few Muslims have returned 
languages cither than Urdu as their mother-tongue, 
and a fciw non-Muslims have rctunieri Urdu as 
their mother-tongue, Urdu mother-tongue speakera 
ill the State arc almost wholly Mosliras who in tom 
are dispersed over all the districts. The close 
relationship Ixitwecn the number of Muslims emd 
the luiiiiher of Unlti inother-tougue speakers 
would b<* obvious from the following {loroentages 
relating to the jirc'ceding censuses :—

District wise, the {wreentage of Urdu mothw* 
tongue speakers is heaviest in Hyderabad DMrict, 
where they account for 35*2 percent of the total 
population, and the lowest is in Karimnagar Dist¬ 
rict, where they account for only 3 ‘ 9 percent. The 
high percentage m Hyderabad District is due to the 
cuueentration of Urdu speakers in Uyeterabad 
(Tty, where they constitute 45*4 peroent of the 
tot«d iKipulation. If Hyderabad (My figorea nra 
excluded from Hyderabad District figoraa, tha 
)ierccntage in the district would fall down to 9 0. 
The higlawt percentage of Urtlu ^leakera wonld 
then lie 16*3 in Bdar District.

ther tongue epeaken aoooiint fur 10 fi peromt of the 
total population of the State. In apite of their 
compwatively amall peroontoge, they actually 
predominate in two diatricte ci the State, namely 
Raichur and Gulbarga. They aooount fur 62*8 
and S5 ‘0 peroeni reapeoiiveiy of the total popula¬ 
tion of thcee two districts. In Bidar Jh'strict 
their percentage is 27 -7. In this district, they 
oonstitute the single biggest group in Humnabad, 
Bidar, BhaUd ai^ Santapur (Anrad) TabsiJs. 
Their percentage to the total population in these 
tahsils is 48’4,48'3, 48'0 and 41 *2 ros{>eotively. 


8. Laniadi at Matker-Tongue .— Lambadi mo¬ 
ther-tongue spaken account for 3-0 percent of tho 
total population of the State. They are thus fifth 
in the State from the point of view of numbers. 
The Lambadk are supposed to have migrated to 
the State during the 17th oenitu’y along with the 
Ifogbul armies. But they are now entrenched 
In the State. Kxoept in the case of Gulbarga 
District, they are, however, at present uonoentra- 
ted in aiess which were least assooisAod with 
Ifoghol or Hudim rule in the I>eccan. In Gal. 
bai^ Disfiict they form 4*3 pereeut dT tho total 
populatioa. But in the other three districte of 
Aunuigsbad, Bidar and Hyderabad, which oon- 
tained the farmer Mwdim capitals in this part of 
the Deocsn« their percentage is only 1*9, 1'5 and 
0*6 rsqwetiTdy. As aga^ this, they aoooimt 
for 8'6 penent of the total populatkm in Wsrangal 
Distriet, 6*0 in Nalgonda District and 5 0 in 
Mshbmbnsgar Ibstrict. These three districts in 
the et t tWBs sooth of the State account in all for 
80*2 perooit of the total Lambadi speaken in the 
State. Ibey oonstitute 3-0 peroeai ct the total 
pt^nli^on in Adilabad and 3 -1 in NizamiiAad. It 
woud'he too for fetched to presume that in the

endowed with forest and oattle werdth. Again, 
unlike the Urdu spakers, the Lambadi speakers 
are noncentrated in rural areas. Thou^ they 
account for 3 percent of tho tot^ ppulatiun of the 
State, their |ier«entage in urban areas is cmly 0*6. 

0. Hindi and Pardtui tut Mottur’-Tongua. —Hindi 
accounts for 133,733 inother-toogue apsatmie Ite 
the State and Pardeat for 13,890. ThM two to- 
pther account for 0'8 percent of the total reinms. 
As stated above the returns for Kindi would be 
ulightly higher if the numbers for some of the other 
dialects like Btmdiii, Brijbhasa, etc., «e akui in'* 
eluded under Hindi, but the percentage indiofood 
is not likely to be afieoted. Hindi spealmni are 
concentrate in urban anuui and Pardmi speakers 
in rural areas. Tho reason far the latter may be 
Uio simple foot tliat in rural araas the spsdken are 
still uuHophisticaU«d and refer to thm mother- 
tongue in terms in which they themselves are 
referred to by the rest of the popiilatlen. lliere is 
not much logic in examining these figures separate¬ 
ly. * Hindi ’ and ‘ Fardesi t^en together 
account for 2 ’ 7 ]ioroent of the total urban popola • 
tion as against 0-4 {croont of the nirdi popuia. 
Uon of the State. 


10. Oondi, Koya and other tribal Mother-Tongat 
Languagtr.- Out of a total of 90,816 mother- 
tongue rc'turmi for Gondj, 90,204 have been re- 
turned from Adilabad District itself. Of the re. 
maining 612, more than half are from Karlmnagar 
District. In Adilabad District itself all exoept 
361 of the returns are from rural areas. Of the 
33,708 mother-tongue returns for Koya, 30,711 
are reiuroetl from Warangal District and 2,976 
from Adilabad Disiriot. All exoept 482 of the 
returns are fiem rural areas. Fmr tne first time in 
the oeiunjs histoiy of the State Kolami, *Manne 
Bhaaa, Naikpodi, Andht and Gotte am re> 
tunmd as mother-tongues. Tlmse acnount for 
8,326, 2,561, 208, 6 and 4 persons resneotivoly. 
Ail these returns, exoept for 2 df Naikpom sod 4 of 
Gotte from Waraopl District, are from AdilalsKl 
District. Again all, except 79 of these returns, are 
from rural areas. 

Bhili is rotnmdl os mnttuH’-tongue by 7,966 
persons. All except 679 of these returns in from 
Amangabad DistruA. Of the 679, Bfor District 
aceounied for 610 persons. Oidy 121 of ths re. 
turns are fixjm urbm areas of ilm State. 

Ail the above tribal languages, the Isnga- 
sgm or dialects pertaining to the 32 Bchedi^ed

11. TamU, Marvxuri and Gttjarati a« mother- 
kmffues .— Of the total number of 54,190 Tamil 
mother-tongue apeakera in the State, 32,482 (about 
60 percent m the total) are returned £rom Hydera- 
bcKl City and 6,064 (about 11 per«mt) from the 
Tungabhadra li^ject Oampa in Raiobur Diatriot. 
The remaining numbeni are abo largely from other 
urlum areaa of the State. 

Marwari mother tongue ajieakera account for 
54,125 peraoTU or 0*3 percmit of the total popula¬ 
tion in the State. The number will be alightly 
more tf returna under some other categories like 
Rajasthani (1,676), Mewari (131), etc., are alia* 
tal^ into account. The Marwarjs are conoentra- 
ted in Marathi tracts, and in Hyderabad and 
Warangal Cities and in the bimj^r towns of the 
i'olugu and Kannada areas. Oftheir total num¬ 
ber, the six Marathi distriota of Aurangabad, 
Parbbani, Nanded, Bidar, Bhir and Osmanaba*! 
account for almost 75 per cent of the total returns 
in the State. 

Of the total number of 22,168 Gujarati mother- 
tongue speakers in the State, Hyderabad City and 
the towns of Aurangabad, Nizamabad and Jalna 
account for 46*1, 7*7, 5'0 and 4*0 ijorceut res- 
pectivdy. The figures given above for Gujarati 
are exchisive of a number of diaieets in the State 
like KJmtri (6,112), Ghisiuli (1,825), Patkari 
(824), Jaini (142). etc.

Some d the other mother-toAgae mianie, 
thot^h not impesrtant from the numerieel .peted 
of view, yet interesting from other pohits of vkiw, 
are the returns of Waddari (5,702), 1nu<^ ,(8,510), 
Ghisadi (1,825), Dommari (003), Kolhati (517), 
iVadhan Bbasa (464), Qopali (M), Urg^ ^), and 
Chenchu (68). Wadd^i returned by a few cd the 
large class of earth workers and sttme breakers in 
the State, and Chenohn returned by a few of the 
small but anthropdigicaUy important tnbai 
l>eople in the south d the State, are perhaps 
nothing else than Telugu spoken with some peculia¬ 
rities resulting from the respective environments, 
or lack of environments, of the two groups. It is, 
however, obvious tliat the overhwfael^ng majority 
of persons belonging to these two groups have re- 
tnmefi Telugu as their mother-tongue. IVadium 
Bbasa is returned by Pradhans, Hie hereditary 
bards of the Ckmda. This is probably baaicidly 
Marathi. OhiiuMli, spoken by the wandering 
tribe of blacksmiths, is a diaieot of Gujoirati. 
Uommari and Kolhati are dialects return^ by 
wandering acrobats.

The reepeotire percentages are 37.€ and 47.3. 
This is prinoipaUy due to the fact that gene¬ 
rally in all the tracts in the State where Telugu 
mother-tongue speakers are in a nuijority, the 
namlxjr of speakers of other mother-tongues Is 
<x)mparativoly small. In other words, the pre- 

? r»nderanoc of Telugu mother-toiigoe speakers in 
elugu tracts is more complete tlwn that of Mara¬ 
thi or Karutada mother-t<jnguc speakers in their 
respective areas. As a reault, the number of por- 
Hons spt'uking languages other than T«dugu as 
their mother-tongue, who aio o<jmp»»Iled by force 
of oircumstanoes to resort to the use of Telu^ 
in their daily or doinestic life is relatively iM>t very 
larg<!. 

10, Mamthi OH a aub/iidiary language. -- The 
numla^r of persons who sp'-ak Marathi as a subsi¬ 
diary language is .•*<‘<ionfl only to that of Telugu 
subsidiary MKiakers. But as oo/npxred with the 
figures for Telugu, ilw p roentage of Marathi sub¬ 
sidiary Hjv'ttkers to the t<<tul number of speakers of 
all subsidiary languages is very okwe to the per¬ 
centage of Marathi mother-tongue raeakers to the 
total pipiilation «»f the State. The respective 
percentages for Marathi are 22‘1 and 24*3. Tliis 
is duo to the fact timt Marathi is not as preponde¬ 
rant in Marathi tracts as Telugu is in Telugu 
tracts. For example, in Marathi tracts the prt)- 
portioii of Urdu mother-tongue speakers to the 
total popilation of the tracts is signifioantly mf>r<* 
than the «torresp)iuiing prop)rtiou in Telugu 
tracts. Ah a reault, th<- number of p'rHon.H sp'uk. 
ing languages other than Marathi as their mother- 
tongue, who bnv«* t<i uw Marathi in tiie conduct 
of their diiily or <kime.stic life ia coiniJuratively 
heavy. B<-sidea, .»i many rjori-Maratlii ruml ar(*na 
in the diatriots of Adiluhad, Nandeii, Bidar and 
(lulbarga Marathi continues to be the language 
used by village oflic«ra. traders, etc., ir» the con¬ 
duct of th«'ir «laiiy business. Mat»y among the 
' elite ’ in Bidar, Adilulanl. Nsnded and Ctidbarga 
Districts, with Kannada or Telugu aa their mother- 
tongue, cannot nvnl and write their mother-tongue 
languages. They ri'aort to Marathi or Urdu even 
for oorn'HiHJudenw; with the'jr relatives. The 
p>pulnrity of Marathi among tin* ‘ elite ' in the 
Btate OH a whole ia setNirul only to that of Urdu 
and Hindi. 

17. Urdu and Hindi on anhsidinry languagra.- - 
It is not logical to examine* sejwrately the figures 
pertaining Ui the miinlwr of persons sp^^ing 
Urdu and Hindi as aubaidiary to their mother- 
tongue, at any rate, in this State. There is per¬ 
haps mt»rt‘ di^ix'Diie in Telugu tva Kp>ken in the 
southern and nort.hern parts of the State t han there 
ia between Hindi and Urdu, partioularly when it is 
used B8 a subaidiary longuiige for the conduct of 
one's daily or domeatio affkirs. In view of tins, 
the figures {lertaining ts) the number of persons 
sp'aking these two Tnnguages as subsidiary are 
dealt with together. T^ae two subsifliary langu* 
agea are n'tumed in all by 618,021 p'raons—Urdu 
by 468.*i51 persons and Hindi by 140,770. The 
p'rcentagt* «>f the number of peraoiw spenking 
Urdu or ffindi as a subaidiaty language to the total 


number of apedmni the subsidiary lanytagaa

tion ei the State ia only 12.3. The itantlitt of 
speakeca of Urdu or Hindi as a aubaidiajy l a ng uage 
to every 1,000 persons yaking either of the hnyp- 
a^s aa their motfaet-tongue ia 270. Ihia pcopor- 
tion ia the heaviest for any language in the State. 
This pc^larity of Urdu and Hindi aa a aubaidiaiy 
language ia due partly to hiatorioal leoaona and 
partly to the mtilti-lin|n><^i nature of the State. 
Urdu has been for dccadea now and still oontinuea 
to be the official language of the State. Earlier 
to that Persian held the privileged poaitiem for 
many centuries. Until very recently, Urdu waa 
almost the sole medium of inatruetion in the 
secondary and higher stages of education. Urdu 
or Hindi continues to lie the lingua franoa of the 
State, particularly in the urban areas. They are 
aimoat the rmly medium oi expesaion when 
pjopk* of difFer»*iit linguistic regions in the State 
unacqiminted with each other’s nw^thcr-tongue 
converse with one another. In many oases such 
p'rsona, even when they ore acquainted with the 
n*gioiial languages concerned, prefer to express 
themselves in the.se languages. In fact, it is 
very common to find literate persons with the 
same regional language os their mother-tongue 
talking witii each utJier in Urdu or Hindi. Urdu 
or Hindi films, nov<-la, newspapers, etc., art» no¬ 
where, south of the Vindhyas, aa jwpalar as 
ia this State. But to whut extent this iiopularity 
will juciY'oae or diminish in the State with the grow¬ 
ing, and sometiiucH fanatical attachment to parti¬ 
cular regional languages, remains to be seen. 

J8. Kannada an a sitbnidutry language.-—The 
pt>rceiitage of Kaiuinda Hubsidiary speakniv to the 
t<»tal number of speakers of all subsidiary languages 
is apprt'oiably high as I'ompared with tJie proen- 
tage of the spakers of Kannada as mother-tongue 
to the total pipulation of the State. The res- 
potivo proentages are 16.0 and 10.6. For 
every 1,000 persons spaking Kannada as their 
muthor-tongue, there are 217 persons speaking 
Katmarla ns a subsidiary language. This propr- 
tion is se<H>ud only to Utxlu and Hindi. It may 
look strange tlmt a language udiiofa is much less 
imprtant than Telugu and Marathi, citliier £rom 
til® pint of view of numbem or trf the economic 
comlition of the mother-tongue apakers, should 
account ndatively for such a high propcation of the 
subsidiary spakers. But a dose study of the 
figures makes it obvious that it is aotualiy its 
weaknesH in numbers ae a muther-tongoe lan^^ge 
tiiat leads to its strength as a au^diary one. 
C<>mpared wi^h Telugu or Marathi in their rcs- 
p'Otive areas, Kannada is* the least entranohed in 
the State in Kamiada tracts. For example, Telugu, 
Urdu and Marathi mother-tongue apeakera aeootmt 
for nearly 36 proent of the total pcnmlation in 
Raidmr District, 40 proent in ChUbaiga Diet- 
riot aad 70 percent rii Bidar Diatrict. Yet 
Kannada acMxmnte ibr the majority of the pa|ile 
or ^ largest number of the p>Qple, in a majority 
(if^fhe taiiaila oi theoe three dwtridto. Thna, a 
ouffipem^ve^ large number of* peamona with 
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mother*tongaeii other tfaea Kannada have to use 
the langna^ in their daily or domostio life. It is 
not without interest to note here that the proiK>r- 
tionaof the bi-iingual returns in the three distriots 
of Bidar, Golbarga and Raiehur to the t^ttal popu¬ 
lation of the district are among the highest in the 
State. In Bidar District though the mother-ton¬ 
gue returns for Marathi art' more than that of 
Kumada, the subsidiary returns for Kannada ex¬ 
ceed that of Marathi. 

19. Other subsidiary languages. l^anilmdi is 
one of the important languagea in tlie State. Hut 
while the mother-tongue six akern >>f the language 
account for 3 - —-- 


Marathi, Urdu, Kannada, Lambadi and Hindi as 
mother-tongue, (ii) tlie number of persona, in each

23. JjitnUaiians. In any unalyai.s of Ibc Kgiires 
relating to the sjieakers of the princijial languages 
ia this Slate, as ascertained during the present 
and the preceding censmu's, duo allowance will 
have t-o be ma<ie for two factors. The first of 
these is the grotescpie increase of the figures 
relating to Urdu mother-tongue and subsitliary 
speakers at the 1941 Census. The second is the 
lack of uniformity ia the procerlure adopted, 
from census to census, with regard to tho question 
[lertaiiiing to hi-lingualism, i.e.., the suMdiary 
language. These two factors are dealt with in 
detail in the following jiaragraph.s.

During the last five tiecadCH Urdu mother-tongue 
speakers have increased by about HO |N‘r(-eiit. 
Their percentage ti) the total po)nilatiou of the 
State has increased from 10*4 to II-O. 'Phis 
increase in their numbers, b«*yond the increase 
in the total population of the State, is partly the 
consequence of fresh immigrants from outsiilc 
the State, and partly of indigenous gruu]wi of 
Muslims like Dudekulas, Pinjaris, etc., rtduritiiig 
Urdu, utstead of the n*gionul language, in 
inereasing nuinl>erH as their mot her .tongue. 


Rut the returns for tribal languagea during the 
prt*\ious censuses have nut been very aatiafactory. 
'rhis iH obvious by the fact tliat languiq^oa like 
Naik|MHli, Kolami. etc., have lieen reocirdod in 
tlie State for the first time at the 19fil Oeiwus. 
'I'he actual number of the aptiakem of the tribal 
languages in the prec'cding cunaua must have been 
ajiureeiably mon« tlian what the oenaua llgurea 
indicati*. At any rate, the tendency noticeable 
otUerwine among the tritial }SH>ple of this State, 
is to take to on<* or the <ither of the principal 


languages of tlie districts concerned and iliacard 
their atiaehment to tribal languageH or diale<.'ts. 


(b) During the last half a century, the thiee 
regional languages of the Stat**, namely, 'relugu, 
Marathi and Kannada, iiavi* increased liy ulK>ut 
73, 57 and 2(1 perci'iit respi*etively, as against tlie 
increase in the {Kipulution of the .Stab* liy alsMit 
67 percent. But wliile (lie iH^ri’entage of 'I'eliigii 
mother-tongue sjieakiTs to the total jsipulation of 
the State has risen from 4fi-2 in 1901 bi 47*8 in 
1951, that of Marathi and Kannaiia mother- 
tongue speakers has fallen from 26*0 to 24*3 and 
14*0 to 10*5 resjs'ctively. 'I’he cumjwratively 
heavy increase n*corde<l l>y Telugii inotber-t<»iigiie 
Bp<*akers, ia merely the reflection of the <■■>Msi(h•r- 
ably faster rate of gruwih of the [Mipulatrui of 
the Telugu tracts as compared with the rate of 
growth of the {xqiulation of Marathi or Kannaila 
tracts. The p«!r<*entage of the }si]iiilatiuii of the 
eight Telugu districts of .^rlilabail, • Niaamuhad, 
Korimnagar, -Mwlak, Hyderabail, Warangsl, 
Nalgonda and .MahbuiuuigHr to the total (sipulation 
of the State, which was 4H*7 in 1901 is now as 
much as 54*2. As against this, the {K*reeii(age 
of the po]julation of the five Marathi distni ta of 
Aurangabad, Osmanabad, Bhir. Parhhani and 
Nanded to the total jx>pulalion of the State has 
decreaseti from 27*0 to 25*.'>, The eiiriespondinii 
percentage for the two Kannaila ilistricts ol 
Raichur and (luibarga has fallen from 17*4 u> 
13*9 percent. Similwly, the population of the 
multi-lingual district of Bidtur, which formed 
6*8 percent of the total population of the State 
in 1901 now constitutes only 6*3 per cent. 'fbus. 
the rate of growth of the mother-tongue speakers 
of each of the three regional languages in the 
State during the last fifty yearn largely eorrm- 
ponH« to the iiuTesse recorded in the population 
of the respective regional areaa. 


'I’he Koya mother-tongue speakers of Warangal 
District are taking as fasily to Telugu as the Bhils 
ill Aiiraiigabaii District are taking to Marathi. 
Unliw some artificial fori'es intervene t-o n*verse 
this tendency, it will not lx* surprising if these 
languages disapis^ar from tlie linguistic map of 
the .State s<x)iier tiuui is geiicrally ex|iecteil. 

(d) I'he Minail iiicmam* rm-orded during the 
(leca/ie 1941-1951 among the mothiff-tongue 
sijeakers of l.'rdu as cotupareil to the increases 
recordoil hy the mothcr-t«*ngue s|s*aken« of 
'I'elugu, Maratiii and Ktuiiiada is largely tiie 
ivsuit of the exaggeration of Ur«lu luotlier-tonguo 
figures at the pn*cty|ing I'ensus. 

2H. f'anatwfi i/i nurnit*r» of Tamil, Manvari 
and fiujarati mtdkrr-tonj/wt Hprakfrn. - In this 
groiiji of rnother-t^MigiicM, 'rainil sjsMikers indieat«* 
the highest increais* since the isiginning of tlie 
century. Their nuinlx*r has gone up from 27,475 
ui lIKll to .'>4,19(> in 1951, i.s , by 97*3 |s*ns*nt. 
Fresh iminigrants from the southern States must 
have also contributed to this increase. On tiui 
otluT Itand, the niinilx'r of Marwart s{seakani 
has dmxsisfvl during tlie same ]M*ri(Kl from 57,777 
to 54,125, 1 .^,, by 6 3 iK*reent. Kven if the alUnd 
dialects of Kajasthani and Mewari, returntwl by 
1,676 and 131 |s«rsons resiax-tively at the 1951 
(.*«nsu8, are taken into account, the iminlier of 
Marwari speakers rewnls a de(*rease of 3*2 
percsint. It is ilifficult to explain this decrease, 
it may Iss <lue to their iwloution of Hindi or 
Marathi as mother-tongui! or their return to their 
original babitatH' on aci'ount of the restrictions 
imposed on some of the professions followed by 
th^ or the growing eompetitiem they liave to 
face in others from indigenous groups. Or else, 



it may be the result of a comparatively advanced 
social and economic background or a combination 
of more than one of those ruasons. As against 
this, Gujarati speakers have increased from 15,668 
to 22,168, i.e., by 41*5 percent during the last 
fifty years. If figures for allied dialects like 
Khatri, GhiBa<ii, ftatkari, Jaini and Saurashtri 
are aLir> combined with Gujarati figures, the 
increase will lie from 16,534 to 31,KM), i.e., by 
about 88*2 per cent. 


29. Variation in the number of other indigenoun 
mother—Umguen. -~ During the period 1901-1951, 
Yerukaia mother-tongue speakers have increasetl 
from 4,774 to 23,602, Kaikadi siMiakers fmin 
2,380 to 3,942 and Korava speakers from 2,147 
to 2,629. Taken together the nuinlier of Hja'akers 
of these three dialiwts has inen'osed from 0,‘i01 
Ui 30,173, i.e., by 224*4 pfir cent. Of the less 
numerous but interiisting grou|>H of diaiects 
mentioned in paragraph 12 alsive, the number 
of spt^kers of VViuldari has gone up from 940 to 
5,702, of I’ardhi from 440 to 3,.') 10, of Ohiswli 
fnim 68 to 1,H25, of Dornmari from 07 to 693, 
«jf Kolluvti from 94 517, and of Tirgiili from 

6 to 77. There were n<i returns for Frudhan 
Bhasa, Gu|>ali and t'henehu in liMII. These 
appreciable in<*reas<‘H may be either the result 
of immigration from outsirle the State or of 
improveil metho<ls of enumeration and sorting. 
The natural temU*ncy atnong the speakers of such 
<iialects is, however, one of assimilation with one 
or the other of the main languages of Iiulia, 
particularly th«' regional languages of the State.

If the reason for the heavy returns for Urdu 
subsidiary speakers at the 1941 Census is the fact 
that at the 1941 Census, the count of subsidiary 
language was not restrict^, as at the 1951 Census, 
to only one language commonly spoken in addition 
to the mother-tongue, then it will be difficult 
to explain as to why the percentage of similar 
returns for Telugu, Marathi and l^nnada wore 
so low. And again, if this presumption is correct, 
the 1931 returns for all the languages should 
have been considerably greater, us there was 
very little difference in the procedure u'inpted ui 
this regard rluring the 1931 and 1941 Censuses. 
The [percentages given almve may, therefore, be 
taken for what they' are worth. 

.31. Index of laiiguayM and dUdecln ,— An index 
of all the languages, caste dialects and dialects 
retumtHl as mother-tongue in this State siiiMi 
1901 is given in th<» Appendix to this note. The 
census year, or years, during which each of th«» 
mother-tongues was returned is also imheated in 
the index in bru<*kets immediately after the namti 
of the motl«*’*-tongue. The numix’r of languages,

1 have scrntmiaed the comparative figures of 
the languages returned in the present census to¬ 
gether ^th the percentage of their speakers with 
the figure* rf their speakns In 1931. No striking 
variation is observed. There is a slight full in 
the number of speakers of Rajasthani by (18 per 
1,000 which seems to be due to certain i)ersone’ 
tendency to return themselves as Hindi speakers 
because thwe is a corresponding increase of 66 
per thousand in the speakers of Western Hindi. 

ANDAMAN AND 

For the return of language in this Census, two 
tables are prepared—one few the mother-tongue 
and the other for such language or languages lo- 
are spoken habitually in addition to the mothcr- 
tongne in the daily or domestio life. No dis¬ 
tinction between languages and dialects has been 
made. Thus it will l>e seen that all ianguiigcH 
and dialects which have been returned ns mother- 
tongue are given in the table. Further no atti'mpt 
has been made to effect a classification of the 
actual returns. 

As regards tribal languages, viz., the language 
of the Andamanese, Jarawas, St‘nlincles(> and 
Onges, only the number of persons speaking the 
Andamanese language has l^n furnished. 

The Appendix to this note shows a eomjMirisori 
of the various languages and dialects for the 
past 50 years. Since th(‘ language figures for the 
1941 i-.uisus are not given in the 1041 tables, 
the figures for 1941 are not furnished here. Of 
the major languages, the following record an 
increase;— 

1. Bengali.

The increase in the Bengali language is due to 
the settlement of refugees from Pakistan. 


A (all in the number of Bhili sjH'akers by 13 jier 
1,000 is also explained by the tendency among 
the Bhils who aie becoming more civilised to 
speak any one of the diiUect of Rajasthani (mostly 
Mewari) instead of Bhili. A rise of about 5 per 
1,000 in Punjabi siieakers an«l 7 p»‘r 1,000 in 
Sindhi speakers has been noticed which is due to 
migration of Punjabi and Sindhi speaking i>eople 
from West Pakistan. 

NICOBAR ISLANDS 

As regards Malaj'alam, Tamil an<l Telugu, un¬ 
employment ajid scarcity in some areas of Madras 
State has resulted in manj' people migrating to 
the Andamans, The inorease in the Nicoharese 
and Karen languages is due in the nat ural increase 
in the jmpulation. As for Uraon, that is the 
language spoken hy labourers brought fixwn the 
mninlnnii Imlia on contract for a year by the 
local (iove,mmcnt, now that convict labour is no 
longer avtiilablc.

The decrease in the numlwrs siteaking Bnrmoss 
is due to the rcftatriation of a large number of 
Burman cx-convicts and their (amilies on the 
alKtlition of the Penal Settlement in 1945. As 
regards Hindi, Hindustani and Urdu, decrease is 
probably duo to the r<>patriation of cx-ecmvicts 
Ixilonging to l^.P. and other axljoiiiing areas. 
'I'he (U'cline of Punjabi is duo to the same reason. 
As for the Atidamatiese, this alMwiginal tribe, 
whosti home has Iswn in the Andamans for 
thoiiwinds of years, is slowly dyin^ out as a result 
of coming into contact with “civihtation”. From 
a strength of H«*veral ihoiisands when the [lenal 
settlement was started ninety-four years ago, 
they hare dwindled to only 29 souls in 1952. In 
another generation or two they will be extinef

S. In the in8tructi<»i8 issued to aoiumeratora, the mother-tonffue of a pmon waa 
defined as the language spoken by him from the cradle, It was, howevis, added that 
the mother-tongue of infants and deaf-mutes should be pt^umed to be the same aatoat 
of the mother. ^ ^ 

8. In the table, returns tor Andhra Bhasha have been <X)mbined with retuma 
for Telugu, Lamani wd Labhani with Lamfoadi, Arvi and Arvam with Tamil, Rajputmd 
with Ri^asthani and Pittida Bhasha with Pardhi. In addition to tiiese, the returns for 
67 mothiN’-tongues have been combined in the table with other mother-tongues. , As 
the aim, however, is to preserve the identity of the mother-tongue as actually returned 
by the people irrespective of whether it happens to be a language, or a dialect, or a caste 
dialect, the districtwise figmes for these 67 mother-tongues are also given in para 4 
bdow. The grouping of dialects and caste dialects under separate languages cannot 
always be effected in a non-controversial manner. Such grouping is likety to be parti¬ 
cularly controversial in a State like Hyderabad which has numerous non-indigenous 
castes or classes drawn both from outside the State and from one. lin^^iistic region to^ 
another within the State. The disdects * developed * by these castes or classes pass 
under different names in the different linguistic r^ions and represent various stages of 
assimilation of the region^ lani^iage. For example, the degree of the present assimila¬ 
tion of Harathi by li^kadi, of Kiumada by Korava Bhasha and of Telugu by Yerukala. 
Bhasha may be enough justification for some pmons to group them under the respective 
regional languages, out philologists may prefer to treat all of them as constituting a 
Tamil or a distinct Bravidian dialeet. And again, the * Bhoi ’ mother-tongue returned 
from Parbhant and Bhir Districts may be corrupt Telugu if the Bhois are immigrant 
Beabu from the Telugu cUstricts, or a dialect of Hindi if th^ are descendants of Aokm or 
Dhimarr from northern States, who are also called * Bhois.* Mondi reported from Mah- 
bubnagar, Adilabad, Karimnwar and Warangal Districts may be a corrupt form of either 
Teliigu or Tanul. Similar difficulties will arise with regard to many dudects mentioned 
in the table a combination is now attempted.

This table gives figures pertaining to bilingual returns for Hyderabad State. In 
the instructions Issued to enumerators in this regard, they were asked to ascertain with 
reference to each person enumerated by them as to whether the person spoke any Indian 
language tn his daily or dmestic life in addition to his mother-tongue, and if so, to record 
the name of the language. The insistence, therefore, was on the language being used 
in the daily or domestic life of the person concerned end not on the mere fact of his- 
knowledge of the language, however thorough it might be. During the 1941 and 1981 
Censuses, the coverage of this question seems to have been wider. The enumerators were 
then asked to record all languagee which a person s|)oke in addition to his mother-tongue. 
There were thus no restrictions regarding (1) the recording of only one language os .sub¬ 
sidiary and (2) the limiting of the returns to Indian languagOvS. Bilingual statistics were 
not collected in any census prior to 1981. 

2. During the 1981 and 1941 Censuses tabulation of bilingual returns was restricted 
to Telugu, Marathi, Urdu and Kannada. During the present Census, however, all 
bilingual returns have been tabulated as returned by the ^ople and the relevant figures 
are given in this Table. 

8. The percentage of the number of speakers of each language in the State, with 
more than one lakh of speakers, to the total State population as recorded at the 192i^ 
1981, 1941 and 1951 Censuses is given below

The mother tongue of infants and deaf-mutes Ims bceji considered to 
be the same as that of their mothers. 

Some effort had to be made to classify the language returns because it was noted in 
the enumeration slips that in some cases language returned were according to the names of 
the occupation followed by the |)eople such as Salawati, Kunjari, in other cases it was 
according to the name of the location of the places of tiieir residence sueli jis Palvi, Nagaurii 
in a few cases it was returned according to the name of the Mohalla or stret-t of the residence 
of the speakers. 

In view of the above facts the languages as r«‘iurned in the past (feiisuses were tAken 
as guidance. Such of the languages, as were returned in this (Vuisus and were also found in 
the classiJfication of the past censuses were taktm in their original forms. The rest of them 
were classified and mixed with the nearest approach to the language or a dialect or a sub- 
dialecfc as returned in the past Censuses, (tn the basis of personal cxiHjrience, residence of the 
speaker or according to the language or dialect commonly spoken in the locality. ITie 
number of such returns in each case being extremely small, the statistical value of the 
returns is not likely to be prejudicially etfcct<Hl, 

The spakers of some languages Hv, Tanjil, Telugu, Eastern Pahari, Central Pahari,. 
Eastern ^di and Kashmiri as subsidiary to mother tongue, are found only in 6 districts in 
v«T small numbers. Their figures have not been printed in the main table. Consequently the 
horraontal figures of these districts, if totalled, will not tally with column 3. Likewise the figures 
of relevant divisions as well as the State will also differ. Reconciliation can be made by 
means of figures given in the statement at the baginnij:^ of the D1 (ii).

It hai been divided 
into two parts D—1 (i) and D—1 (ii). 

D»I (i) relates to the mother tongue as ** first spoken from the cradle *' in diffefeirt 
districts and States, while table D—I (ii) shows the eitent of secondary languages in "use 
along with the mother tongue. In the latter case only one Indian language has been 
recorded. The inothe^tongue of infants and deaf-mutes has been taken to m the same as 
that of their mothers. 

As a result of the controversy over the language question, the figures for Hindi, Urdu 
Punjabi, Pahari, and their various dilects have been put together at the time of sorUng 
under the heading "Hindi—Punjabi—Urdu -Pahari" Irath for table D—1 (i) and D—I (ii). 
The rest of the iangaages have been shown as returned. 

The figures for Punjab State and districts in Jullundur Division as shown in this 
table do not tally with the general population totals given in Table A — I. The discrepancy 
is due to the destruction of some record on account of fire In Jullundur Census Tabulation 
OfHce. -The deffioiency on this count is as under:-
